Prospect Ed Jones 
Concerned Citizen 


If city council candidate Ed. V. 
Jones shows an unusual interest in 
Placentia’s industry and construc- 
tion, it is not without reason. 

The 6 foot three-inch Placentia 
resident, has spent 28 years of his 
life ‘‘in the construction business 
and working virtually all over the 
world on large industrial processing 
types of plants. 

‘‘The last project that I built was 
an $87 million project that was built 
in Jamaica West Indies for Revere 
Aluminum Company and I was the 
project manager,”’ he recalls. ‘‘I had 
the responsibility from the design, 
through all the criteria, through to 
completion and to operation.”’ 

But at 49, Jones has become a 
confirmed Placentian. He not only 
owns a home here where he is 
raising his three youngest children 
(he has three married and five 
grandchildren). But he has recently 
completed his own industrial plant 
in the La Jolla section of Placentia. 

“The building alone is 10,280 
square feet on one acre of 
property,’’ Jones outlines. 

Out of this he is operating the 


largest electrical supply business in 


%% 


the United States for export only 
and he is currently in the process of 
organizing an international con- 
struction company to emanate from 
the Placentia facility. 

Jones, whose 6 foot three inch 
frame stands out in a crowd, just 
seems to get elected to things. A 
resident of Placentia since 1970, he 
has been president of the Fullerton 
Lions Club and for two years was in 
charge of the Lions annual 
Community Fair, a large operation 
held in the city of Fullerton. 

Although a protestant, he is 
currently president of St. 
Catherine’s Military Guild for the 
academy. 

His neighbors have been urging 
him to run for the city council and 
this time he agreed that he would. 
His nomination papers are unique in 
that signatures on his behalf are 
largely up and down the street. 

Jones’ running for the city 
council, however, was prompted by 
some special concerns connected 
with his home, his family and his 
business.

the past six years and in addition 
being a business man and locally 
located that I can see a lot more 
needs and requirements than any 
other candidate on the ballot,’’ he 
assesses. 

“I’m educated in electrical 
engineering (in Texas). However, | 
have over a period of years become 
as knowledgeable in mechanical 
construction, in concrete, and civil 
construction as _ in_ electrical. 
Anything in construction, I have 
done it.” 

On campaigning issues: ‘‘I feel 
that one of the first things that 
should be concentrated on is the 
development of our _ industrial 


lands,’’ Jones says with some 
firmness. 
‘“‘When you start promoting 


industry, you are going to bring 
more tax revenues into the city.’’ 

His concern is for the older 
sections of the city and downtown 
Placentia...‘‘nothing more than a 
big fire trap. It is just deteriorating 
to nothing. I think that one of the 
important things we should keep in 
mind is to keep building our areas up 
instead of letting some of them go 
down. 


Jones is against high density. 
Increasing density loads schools, the 
candidate points out. ‘‘I’m certainly 
not in favor of making it any higher 
than what we already have in our 
master plan. : 

“*I don’t see why we have to take 
such a small area and compact so 
many people into it. We don’t want 
another New York.”’ 

‘We should very definitely not let 
our taxes go up. I believe we can 
maintain the tax level even with 
inflation. I think there are ways of 
doing it.’’ 

On city salaries: ‘‘I think that city 
employees are entitled to the same 
money that private industry pays but 
they should have to work the same as 
private industry. I’m not saying they 
should get more than private 
industry pays. 

‘‘I think it’s a shame and disgrace 
that we don’t have a fire 
department.’’ 

Jones, who has been a member of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers AFL-CIO for 30 
years, states: ‘‘I’ve been in a lot of 
labor negotiations and I've been in 
management for 28 years. I was 
always on the opposite side of the 


negotiating table from the union. 
And they’ll take everything and 
anything they can get. But you have 
to have a backbone to stand up and 
say ’you’re not going to get it.’ They 
only have one thing to sell and that’s 
their time.’’ 

About the city council: ‘‘It’s a very 
unthankful job. It doesn’t pay 
anything. I don’t see that there are 
any benefits other than being able to 
help the city. As far as the $20 a 
month they pay, they can have it 
back.”’ 

On city council expenses, Jones 
believes that anyone claiming 
personal expenses should turn them 
in fully documented. ‘‘The Internal 
Revenue Service requires that and 
that is the only system I would 
support.”’ 

On other subjects: ‘‘We should 
have equal treatment of every 
citizen in the city of Placentia 
regardless of color, creed, or any 
other thing and we have not been 
getting it. 

**Something has to be done on an 
organized basis. I don’t know 
exactly what it is but the only way 
you’re going to find out is to work 
with the people. 

*“Why can’t the south part of the 
city be brought up to a decent living 
standard? Why are these people 
living the way they are? They’re not 
really wanting to. They would like to 
have better. They need some parks. 

Concerning industrial develop- 
ment and taxes: ‘‘Businesses of 
Placentia should be given equal 
recognition because the business 
people are the ones bringing the 
dollars into Placentia. That’s where 
the taxes are coming from. On my 
piece of property, last year’s taxes 
on that vacant lot were $800. Today, 
since I built that building, the taxes 
are over $3,000 on the same piece of 
property. 

Chapman Avenue: ‘‘Chapman 
Avenue is past. I couldn’t say 
anything until I studied it. I’ve heard 
a lot of comment. Everybody is 
opposed to the way it went. It would 
not be right for me to criticize what 
somebody else has done since I 
haven't done a study. Maybe I would 
have done the same thing. 

Bradford House: ‘‘I don’t think I 
should take a stand because it’s on 
the same ballot. To me we should 
preserve some of the history in the 
city of Placentia. And if the Bradford 
House is the one to preserve to show 
the past history of the city, then we

place to grow in Placentia and Yorba 
Linda. 

Referring to the Boys Club board, 
Rylance said ‘‘They have their 
problems raising money and getting 
the community interested. This is 
really going to be a move in that 
direction. I’m concerned about 
mixed uses also but I look at the 
reality. The reality of having a 
common wall with the Boys Club. I 
look down on Main Street and I see 
youth organizations on that street 
where they have a common wall with 
a beer bar. It’s all up and down 
there.”’ 

Rylance did not specify what 
organizations he had in mind. 

The attorney, however, complain- 
ed about ‘‘heavy conditions.’’ These 
included planting a tree, repairing 
a broken sidewalk at the Boys Club. 
“I don’t think it’s fair to impose 
those conditions on the Elks.”’ 

“To say we cogdd only be open 
from 6 p.m. in thé evening to 2 at 
night, I think that would be an undue 
restriction on us. I don’t think we 
would want to have a lodge under 
those conditions.’’ 

The request for the use permit 
for on site sale and consumption of 
alcoholic beverages was recommen- 
ded for denial by city staff and 
opposed by a spokesman from the 
Placentia Police Department. 

‘The Police Department strongly 
recommends that the Elks Club 
application for use of the Placentia 
Boys’ Club be refused on the fact 
that allowing the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages in a place 
designed for and frequented by 


should. I can’t say I’m for it or 
against it. Until you’ve studied 
something you can’t evaluate it.’’

to do; whereby we could tell the 
private vendor what to do...how it 
should be done.”’ 

“I think there is pro and con on 
both sides. I’m concerned about the 
level of salaries that is now coming 
out of City Hall. If we’re paying 
$25,000 a year for a body...we 
should be getting $25,000 a year in 


return...either in expertise or 
administrative techniques, cost 
savings, budget improvements, 


program improvements.”’ 

“I believe in the merit system 
when it comes to paying people. I 
think if the person does the job and 
achieves the goal he has set out to 
do, that person is worth every penny 
you’re paying him. 

Bircher does not see higher taxes. 
“It’s living within your means. 

‘*This is a very difficult time from 
the labor relations standpoint. The 
present circumstances should tell us 
that our fire department was not 
operating efficiently...so we have to 
learn from the county on how they 
operate that efficiently and provide 
all those services for that amount of 


money. 

‘‘People have gotten the idea that 
government...all forms of govern- 
ment, have all kinds of money. But 
who is governemnt? It’s you and | 
and every other taxpayer in town. 
From that standpoint, people have 
to readdress their thinking. 

“*I think all the cities are going to 
have work a lot closer than they ever 
have in the past. What we're seeing 
is the city growing older and the land 
developing. Once we're 
developed, what do we with the 


planning department? 

Chapman Avenue: ‘‘I made my 
decision on Chapman Avenue on a 
pure planning standpoint. I think the 
council made a proper decision on 
Chapman Avenue on their level. 

Utility tax: ‘‘I’m totally against 
converting utility tax for anything 
than what was originally intended 
and that was for capital improve- 
ments only. To take that utility tax 
and use it for everyday operating 
expenses, is totally in error.”’ 

The widening of Chapman 
Avenue is a capital improvement. 
From the pure planning standpoint, 
I think the elimination of the 13 
parcels on the south side of the 
street was the best way to go. It 
would give us a green belt. I think 
that was one of the toughest 
decisions that I ever had to make on 
the planning commission..Chapman 
Avenue. 

If there was a better way to go...if 
there was a better proposal made for 
the realignment of Chapman 
Avenue, I certainly would consider 
it. I wouldn't press for rehash of it, 
but I think if somebody came up with 
a more feasible solution, then I 
certainly wouldn’t have a deaf ear. 
I'd listen to that. I hate to see part of 
the go away.”’ D 

B , who attended California 
State University at Long Beach and 
is an industrial arts education major, 
is 39, a protestant. His main hobby is 
operating his ham radio equipment. 

Among other concerns he shares 
in the city of Placentia is the status of 
the older sections of the city. ‘‘How 
do we keep these as a viable part of 
the community?’’ Speaking of the 


substandard lots: ‘‘We’ve got to 
come up with a way so that when a 
guy wants to put a new house on his 
property, he can come in and do it 
without a whole big rigmarole. 

‘*I don’t see how young people can 
afford to buy a house here...Not 
everybody can afford to live in 
a $50,000 house. 


‘‘I don’t think we have too much 
City Hall. I think they made a good 
decision on the five acres. They 


“made a mistake in not better 


informing the people on what was 
going on. It was all done open and 
above board in my mind but the 
people were not informed.’ 


‘‘I think we have to control our 
growth by controlling our density. 
We're about developed. The 600 
acres we have to go is it!’’ 

On city council expense accounts: 
“I think that policy should be 
reviewed. And I think each person 
when they serve in an elected 
position, should serve with one thing 
in mind and that is to provide their 
experience to the community. 


“The expense policy should be 
reviewed and there should be some 
stringent regulations established on 
it. I can’t think of any reason for a 
Placentia city councilman to have a 
telephone credit card. 

On policy: 

“*You can’t look at Bob Bircher as 

a guy who is going to go in there and 


juveniles would be inconsistent with 
the intent of the laws of the State of 
California relating to juveniles and 
with the policies of the Placentia 
Police Youth Service Bureau 
providing for the protection of youth 
and the prevention of de'inquent 
behavior by juveniles in the 
community.”’ 

‘While this argument is not 
intended to imply that the Elks Club 
would actually create any of the 
unhealthy or illegal circumstances 
mentioned, the _ possibility of 
accidental negative impact on youth 
seems unnecessarily high. The 
philosophical inconsistency might 
also have a negative impact on the 
Boys Club itself, as parents might 
recognize the potential problems in 
the situation and withdraw their 
children from participation.”’ 

Pete Rivera Jr., a field 
representative for the Boys Clubs of 
Americe, who works out of the 
national organization’s regional 
office in North Hollywood, said that 
he had been at the Placentia Boys 
Club recently. Rivera said he had 
been told about the Elks working in 
the facility ‘‘but we were not advised 
about the bar.’’ 

“There is no Boys Club in 
America that serves alcohol on its 
premises on a regular basis,’’ Rivera 
Stated. 

The city planning staff at its 
presentation before the planning 
commission explained that there 
would be some. overlapping of hours 
in the use of the large uncompleted 
Boys Club facility by the boys 
attending and members of the Elks 
Club. 

‘‘Based in our investigation, we 
are recommending that this use not 
be approved.’’ 

The physical set up of the 
building, which is completed in 
front, but not in back, would be for 
the boys of the club to use the front 
section also known as Chapman 
Hall. This part contains a large 
meeting room with pool tables and 
other games and a section with rest 
rooms and a kitchen. 

The adjoining building would be 
used by the Elks Club and would be 
adapted to their needs with a large 
meeting area and bar area. 
Restrooms would be added to this by 
the Elks although Boys Club 
building plans do not call for them. 
In three or four years this section 
would be completed by the Elks, 
according to the agreement, and 
then returned for Boys Club use. 

The compensation to the Boys 
Club appeared to be $400 a month 
.but one spokesman said that part of 
that was in materials and labor; 
another stated materials, with labor 
donated and another said there 
would be $150 cash a month involved 
with the rest in improvements to the 
building. 
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Boys Club Use 


Other sections of the unfinished 
building, not affected in the 
negotiations are large portions in the 
back of the 17,000 square foot 
structure designed for locker rooms 
and a large gymnasium. 

Davis in his commission presenta- 
tion stated regarding the Elks Club 
participation that ‘‘the Boys Club 
needs the money. If they do not have 
the money they cannot maintain the 
Boys Club. They will go back to 
running the streets.”’ 

Other Boys Club board members, 
however, refuted this, stating that 
the club is not in financial difficulties 
in its operation but only in the 
completion of its building. 

Davis stated also that the Elks 
hope to grow to ‘600 or 700 
members.’’ Many of the speakers 
pointed out the many good works of 
the Elks in other communities, 
including youth work. 

The organization has ten calendar 
days to appeal the negative decision 
to the Placentia City Council, if they 
so choose.

Project D would be similar with 


’ activity restricted to the lower floor. 


Development costs for this use 
would be $79,500 and maintenance 
$14,621. 

Project E would leave the house 
standing as a landmark, but it would 
not be furnished nor utilized. The 
figures for E are development, 
$44,700 and for operating costs 
$9,471. 

What it would cost in tax rates, 
based on estimates, would range 
from nothing for Projects A and E; 
1S cents for Project B; 8 cents for 
Project C and 3.5 cents for Project D. 
Placentia’s present tax rate is $1.22 
per $100 assessed valuation.
